Secretary  Draper  made  tbc  following  report,  in  behalf  of  llie 
Executive  Committee,  for  the  year  1880,  which  was  read  and 
adopted  : 

The  year  18S0  has  added  somethincr  more  than  the  avernii^e 
annual  accretion  to  the  Library.  The  noticeable  increase  is  partic- 
ularly apparent  in  works  on  American  local  history,  State  histo- 
ries and  documents,  slavery  and  the  civil  war,  publications  of  His- 
torical and  learned  So^-ieties,  ma^i^axincs  and  reviews,  bound  news- 
paper files,  antirpiities  and  archaeoloL'ical  science,  genealogy,  maps 
and  atlases.  These  and  many  other  departments  m\\y  be  regarded 
as  strong  for  the  size  of  the  Library:  and  continue  to  attract  the 
attention  of  antiquai-ies  and  writers  in  our  own  and  other  States, 
who  not  unfrequently  find  it  to  tljcir  advantage  to  consult  our  col- 
lections either  personally  or  by  written  applications.

The  receipts  in  the  General  Fund  the  past  year,  including  the 
small  balance  of  the  previous  year,  were,  as  shown  by  the  Treas- 
urer's report,  $5,(>0S.03  ;  and  the  disbursements,  sr),OOS.OS.

Hon.  G.  IL  Paul,  SlO;  duplicate  books  sold,  SJ'Ji.TT;  accrued 
interest,  -SoUO.C'O;  annual  mcmbersiiip  dues.  $10*1  —  thus  shov.-ing 
an  increase  of  $SSS.G7,  and  making  the  total  ])re-»ent  amount  of 
this  important  Fund,  .f*8,o33.89. 
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When  the  Catlin  gift  of  0-iO  acres  of  Texns  land,  nntl  the  Tay- 
lor bequest  of  §1,000,  shall  become  avaihable,  they  will  aid  very 
materially  in  rendering  this  Fund  the  piirpctual  bles.sing  it  ii>  des- 
tined to  prove  to  this  Socict}^  and  its  noble  Library.

remainder,  1.2So  were  by  donation,  and  -12  by  mounted  newspaper 
cuttings.  Of  the  book  additions,  81  were  folii'S,  and  233  i[uartos, — 
increasing  the  number  of  folios  in  the  Library  to  3,212,  and  the 
^  quartos  to  3,G»34,  and  b  >th  together  to  (v^76.

We  repeat  a  former  statement  bv  way  of  explanation.  As 
there  seems  to  be  .^ome  misap[)rehension  in  the  [)uulic  mind  as  to 
the  relation.ship  existing  between  this  Society  and  the  State,  it  may 
be  well  to  make  a  brief  explanation.  It  is  a  very  simple  question 
when  properl}'  understood.  Cii:ipter  24-  of  the  Pe^'isei  Statutes 
expressly  declares  that  the  '*  Socuiij  sJadl  he  tlv:  trustee  '>f  ihc  Slate  ; 
and,  as  such,  shall  faithfully  expend  and  ap[)ly  all  money  re- 
ceived from  the  State  to  the  uses  and  purposes  directed  by  law, 
aii<l  sJidll  lioll  Lilt  its  prc3'f/ii  coi'l  fut'trc  coll' cfioi)-^  u.it'l  propovtij  for 
the  Sta'e and  then  goes  on  to  pioh'bit  the  Society  from  selling, 
mortgaging  or  transferring,  or  in  any  manner  removing  from  the 
capitol  any  artic]»3  without  the  consent  of  the  Li\gislature,  except 
the  sale  or  exchange  of  duplicate.^.  The  Governor,  Secretary  of 
Stat;  and  Sta'e  'JVcasurer  shall  W  ex  ofhcio,  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  and  tike  care  that  the  interests  of  the  State 
are  ])rotected.  Tiiese  State  oflicers  compose  a  mnjority  of  the 
Library  Committee,  who  direct  and  order  tlie  pur^iliase  of  books. 
'J'he  Society,  then,  is  "///'.'  trusfLy.  of  the  St<tfc''  and  ''holds  all  its 
prc^if  iit  (iit'l  jiilur--  r/!>:,  rnin<  'Hi'f  j)n>p  'r''/  j"r  t/\r  St  tf'\  '  Tiius  the 
matter  oi  ownersnip  is  placed  beyond  all  doubt  and  cavil. 

It  is  only  when  we  contrast  the  yearly  expenditure  for  the  Li- 
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brary  j)ro})jr  of  our  Society,  with  that  of  the  other  public  Libra- 
ries of  the  country,  that  we  caM  realize  how  rnucli  is  accoiiipl ishe  1 
with  our  limited  resources.  A=;tor  li'icMry  has  an  annual 

income,  from  its  invested  furrls,  of  over  >i27,00'J.  The  Ch.icago 
Public  Library  cxpe.'.ds  nearly  S50.0i>0  a  year  —  of  which  .^2<j,000 
is  for  books  ;  $IG.5O0  forsalariis  ;  and  So,;j()()  [or  ijindini;-  aiid  repair- 
ing books;  wliile  the  r>o.st<ia  Public  Library  ex[)cri(ls  alto.i^^cther 
some  $1)0.000  annually. 

For  our  Libi-ary,  not  to  exceed  >^-3,700  is  yearly  expended  for 
books;  $1,G00  for  salaries;  and  some  $S00  for  bindin<j;.  Few 
reference  L  braries  in  the  country  have  more  readers  than  oars  — 
numbering  many  thousand  annually'.  Tnos^  only  who  watch 
and  observe  how  many  works  are  constantly  inquired  for,  which 
our  Library  does  not  possess,  can  realiz?  to  some  extent,  that 
while  it  is  rerjderip.fj^  untold  benefits  to  our  people,  yet  how  much 
more  tjoid  it  could  accomplish,  if  it  enjoyed  liberal  endowments 
and  larger  purchasing  resources. 

It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  at  no  distant  day  we  may  have  a  fitting 
Library  ILiU  for  our  present  and  prospective  literary  treasures; 
and  that  not  a  few  of  our  vrealthy  and  libcrabheartcd  citizens 
will,  with  wise  forethought,  bestow  a  generous  portion  of  their 
means  upon  our  Society,  where  it  maj^  unceasingly  perform  its 
nob'e  mission  of  inculcating  knowledge  among  our  people. 

If  incentives  are  needed  for  such  generosity,  and  the  fostering 
of  such  an  institution,  it  may  bo  found  in  the  following  disinter- 
ested notice  from  t'tie  Lom'sville  }fonthhj  Mfiji'i'iif",  for  June,  IST'd: 

•^'The  State  ni-torical  Society  of  Wisconsin  is  a  good  cximple 
of  what  can  b3  done  by  systematic,  persevering  wo:k  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Library.  It  presents  imposing  strength.  It  has 
overcome  all  obstacles,  and  can  now  be  safely  assured  of  its  pr.>s- 
pcrity  as  long  as  th'j  State  of  Wisconsin  exists.  Its  enemies  in 
its  infancy  can  now  recognize  it  as  one  C)f  the  most  potent  ag<:ncie3 
that  have  made  Wisconsin  a  great  State  in  —  liow  few  years  I 
We  unhesitatingly  declare  it  a  greater  honor  to  have  b-vn  identi- 
fK<l  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  such  a  Society  than  any  to  be 
obtained  in  pi)liti';.l  life.
